CUT ON LEATHER GOODS 


“TR HIDES ARE MADE FREE 


Unless House Orders Its Con- 
ferees to Agree to Reduced 
Rates on All Manufactures of 
Leather, Taft Will Get No 
Free Hides--Situation Critical 

/ for the Tariff Bill. 


Washington, July 26.—Hides will be 
put on the free list if boots and shoes 
and other manufactures of leather are 
reduced below the rates fixed by the 
house bill. Unless the advocates of 
free hides ‘re able to carry out this 
\asesin the while program is to be 
called off. 

A. decision to this effect was reached 
by the tariff conferees today. 

At a meeting of western republican 
senators this afternoon Senator War- 
ren was authorized to say to the con- 
ferees that those present would oppose 
any conference report that provides 
for free hides. They assert that a can- 
Vass assures the defeat of such a re- 
port. 

The conferees adjourned tonight 
until 11 a. m. tomorrow, but the house 
members will assemble half an hour 
earlier in order that they may lay 
their plans for executing their part of 
the agreement. It is expected that 
they will have a report from the house 
leaders a& to the possibility of passing 
a rule -conferring jurisdiction upon 
them to agree to lower rates on leather 
than those named in the house bill. 

Uttimatuam by Aldrich. 

Senator’ Aldrich has informed. sena- 
tors from the northwestern states that 
he will not consent to the abolition of 
the duty on hides unless there is a ma- 
terial cut in the ratés on boots and 
shoes and other leather goods. 
In no other way, he _ said, can 
he get the votes necessary for the 
adoption of the report in the senate if 
it carries free hides. Senators from 
cattie-raising states have insisted that 
the only way consumers can get any 
benefits from the removal of the pro- 
tection on hides will be by corres- 
ponding reductions in the duties on 
boots and shoes and harness. The 
Rhode Island senator's views coincide 
with this statement. 

If anything should occur to upset 
the plan to give the conferees jurisdic- 
tion to adopt rates lower than those 
named by either the house or the sen- 
ate. the conference committee is hold- 
ing what is regarded as a trump card 
in reserve. This provides for the pre- 
paration of a conference report putting 
hides on the free Nst and reducing the 
rates on shoes and other leather manu- 
factures. 

Will Put It Up te Taft. 

The report, it is said, then will be 
presented to President Taft with the 
statement that the conferees had not 
been able to muster sufficient votes to 
assure its adoption and it would de- 
volve upon the president to secure the 
necessary support of the program. 

In the event of failure, according to 
promoters of this suggestion, the con- 
ferees would submit a report placing 
a small duty on hides and the house 
rates on leather. The president would 
be asked to get the necessary votes in 
the house to insure the passage of such 
@ program by that body.

Barricades Were Erected and 
Many Shots  Exchanged. 
Troops Called On to Protect 
Diaz Orators --- Two Ameri- 
cans) Wounded --- Over Two 


Hundred Arrests. 


Mexico City, July 26.—Over 200 ari- 
rests have been made, a score or- more 
more or less seriéusly injured, includ- 
ing two Americans, and {wo are report- 
ed dead, as a result of political riots 
in the city of Guadalajara yesterday, 
afternoon and last night. 

The riots started yesterday afternoon 
when a mob broke up a meeting in 
Delgado theater called in the interest 
of Porfirio Diaz, the president, and 
Ramon Corral, vice president, for re- 
election. The orators were stoned in 
the street cars, carriages and automo- 
biles in whic > they rode, and these 
were partially wrecked. 

Many Shots Exchanged. 

Mobs paraded the streets crying, 
“Piwn with Diaz,” “We want Reyes.” 

The Diaz orators were escorted to 
the railway station by a cordon of 
mounted police and the Tenth regiment 
of infantry. Luis Rojas, a prominent 
Diaz adherent and a well-known law- 
yer, Was badly wounded. 

During the night the rioters stormed 
the Hotel Garcia, where the Diaz ora- 
tors had stopped. “Every window in 
the structure was smashed and the bar, 


“office arid barber shop looted. 


The police charged the crowd agein 
gud again, but were Tepulscd ~ Stdtes 
troops were called out, and a number 
of voliéys were fired in the air without 
offect. Membcrs of the mob erected 
a barricade in one of the side streets, 
and shots were exchanged betwecn 
them and the soldters. Six mounted 
gendarmes and two foot policemen 
were wounded. A 4-year-old boy, @ 
member of the lower class, is said to 
have been killed, 

Two Amcricaas Wounded. 

Considerable American property was 
destroyed, and two Americans wounded. 
The Americans have asked the Ameri- 
can consulate for protection. The 
names of the Americans wounded are 
thought te be W. Herton and H. Mur- 
phy, though the dispatches were so 
garbled as to make their identity un- 
certain. The American. embassy and 
the Américan consulate here reported 
this evening that they had received no 
advices from the consulate at Guadala- 
jara. Telegrams were immediately 
sent to the city, but up to a late hour 
tonight no replies have been received. 

Absolutely no press messages have 
reached this city from Guadalajara 
during the day, although commercial 
business is belng transacted as usual. 
This lends color to. .a rumor that a 
censorship has been established by the 
federal authorities. 

Political speakers who are campaign- 
ing in the interest of Diaz and Corral 
were received sullenly when they ar- 
rived at the station in Guadalajara 
and on their trip to the Delgade thea- 
ter, where the meeting was to be held, 
they were hooted and jeered by the 
throngs gathered along the sidewalks. 

Dias Orators Howled Down. 

At the theater the crowds refused 
to allow a single orator to speak, 
drowning .titeir voices with yells and 
driving them from the stage by hurl- 
ing paper wads and an occasional 
stone. When the party emerged from 
the building. they were stoned, and 
Luis Rojas,.a prominent Jawyer, was

LAW MAY PROVE 
COSTLY 10 CITY 


Waterworks Can’t Open 
Street Without Permit. 


If Water Main Bursts No Re- 
pairs Can Be Made Without 
Consent of Commissioner of 
Public Works---The Matter Is 
Causing Investigation. 


Under a new ordinance passed by the 
xeneral council, as construed by the 
city attorney, if a water-pipe or even 
a main should break tonight and the 
escaping water was flooding the base- 
ment of stores where valuable goods 
were stored, the waterworks depart- 
ment could not strike a pick in the 
street to repair the damage done until 
& permit was secured from the com- 
missioner of public works. 

That is, the new law might cost the 
city thousands of dollars because of a 
technical requirement. 

Under the ordinance the commission- 
er of public works has the right to 
refuge to issue such a permit, but ad- 
mitting that he would never exercise 
this prerogative, if a break fn a water 
pipe should occur and he could not be 
found for an hour or two, the water- 
works department would be powerless 
to move a peg, although great dam- 
age was being done. 

How the Section Reads. 

The section of the ordinance that is 
giving the trouble is as fol 

“No person, firm or corporation shal! 
enter upon any street,crossing or public 
highway and excavate therein or inter- 
fere with the service thereof without 
a permit therefor from the commis- 
sioner of public works and it shall be 
the duty of this official to see that 
indiscriminate interference in tearing 
up pavement, streets and sidewalks. 
shall cease and no permit shall be is- 
sued therefor, except in case of abso-

‘car sérvice in Atlanta, the railroad 
commission of Georgia has passed an 
order for the street car company and 
interested parties, desiring an im- 
provement in the service, to appear 
before the commission on the morning 
of August 4 at 10 o’clock, where the 
commission can “take such 
thereon and make such orders as seem 
reasonable and just.” 

At the office of the railroad com- 
it was stated that this res- 
olution was adopted growing out of 
the complaints of patrons in regard to 
insufficient service on the different 
lines, at various times, and from the 
observation of several members of the 
commission themselves, 

President Arkwright, of the Georgia 


Railway and Electric Company, return-| 


ed to Atlanta from the east, and stated 
that he had been served with a copy 
of the resolution, and would attend the 
hearing. 

These complaints against the serv- 
ice have been directed principally 
against the Peachtree-Whitehall street 
line, the Forrest-Capitol avenue lines, 
the Decatur lines, and several others. 

The principal time of complaint is 
what is known as “business rush 
hours,” early in the morning, up to 9 
o'clock: from 12 to 3 in the after- 
noon, and from 5:30 to 7:30 o’clock at 
night. On certain lines, during these 
hours the cars are very crowded and 
seats are at a premium.

It is oecupying: a waiting at- 
titude, and will probably not let the 
McLendon case wait until the tax and 
appropriations bills are upon it, be- 
cause that would almost inevitabls 
mean it would be impw. “le to dis- 
pose of the McLendon case before ad- 
journment. 

Can Act on Governor's Message. 

While some question will undoubted:

Washington, July 26.—Apparently all 
festimony showing. unprovoked assaults 
and rough treatment of Panaman citi- 
zens, including naval officers, has been 
presented to the Panama government 
with a view of punishment of the of- 
fenders. to no purpose. Only the most 
unsatisfactory replies have been re- 
ceived from Panama. The attitude of 
the government of the isthmian repub- 
lic is inexplicable to the state depart- 
ment officials. Minister Herbert G 
Squiers has been instructed to urge 
insistently settlement of these cases. 

United States Can Intervene. 

While the United States government 
has no idea, as far as can be learned, 
of intervening in Panama affairs with 
a view to maintdining order, yet 
clearly. has the right to do so should 
Panama fai! to maintain public order 
in the city of Panama and Colon and 
in the territories and harbors adjacent 
thereto. This right is given by article 
7 of the treaty of 1903. The disposi- 
tion of this government is tp give Pan- 
ama every opportunity to prove itself 
equal to the task of protecting life 
and property within its borders, and 
‘Intervention would be resorted to only 
@s a last resort. 

Many Attacks on Americans. 

On four different occasions, Amert- 
cans have suffered at the hands of Pan- 
Mamans. One instance was an assault 
ef an employee of the tsthmian canal 
treaty, who was severely handled by 
the Colon police on Décember 25, 1906.

Everybody had expected Wright to 
make today the first of his official tests 
of the aeroplane—the so-called “endur- 
ance test,”’ of an hour in the air with 
a passenger—and nobody had forgotten 
that the last time he attempted this 
feat, only ten months ago, it cost the 
life of Lieutenant Selfridge, of the sig- 
nal corps, and a broken thigh and ribs 
for Wright himself. That was the main 
reason for the vast crowd and beneath 
gayety and the brilliancy of the occa- 
sion lay a universal undertone of appre- 
grim and tense. 

Wind Was Too Stiff. 

A stiff wind, blowing in puffs and at 
a velocity as high at times as 20 miles 
an hour, caused the postponement of 
the expected trial and all that Wright 
attempted was a brief filght without a 
passenger, in order to show the presi-+ 
dent that the aeroplane really could fly 
and to avoid disappointment for the 
great crowd.

Marker, after sweeping together the 
money, set the time lock on the égafe, 
so that it could not be opened until 9 
o'clock this morning, and left the 
city on a traction car for Indianapolis 
at 8 o'clock Saturday evening, telling 
his wife that he should spend Sunday 
with his father and mother in Indian. 
apolis. Nothing more has been heard 
from him here. 

Marker left a note on the desk of 
his brother, William Marker, cashier 
of the bank, saying that he had gone 
forever, and that he had taken “enough 
money to pay his expenses." The fact 
that he had emptied the cash box of 
nearly $60,000 was not known until 
the time lock gave admittance to the 
Vault this morning. 

Whether or not Marker had pre- 
viously taken money from the bank’s 
funds and had covered up the @efalca- 


tions by making false entries in the 
books, cannot be known until the 
arrival of a national bank examiner. 

The directors of the bank today de- 
cided to suspend the bank’s operations 
until the examiner examines the books. 

The resources of the First National 
bank amounted to $1,100,000.

Want to Carry State Next 
Election. 


Virginia Republicans to Hold 
State Convention July 28-29. 
They Will Nominate a Can- 
didate for Governor. 


Newport News, Va., July~26.—En- 
couraged by President Taft’s desire for 
an active opposition in the south, Vir- 
ginia republican leaders are deter- 
mined to begin at the state convention, 
which will be held here July 28 and 29, 
the work of buiiding up an organiza- 
tion in the hope of a republican vic- 
tory in Virginia at the next national 
election. ‘ 

Aside from being the first republican 
state convention to be held during the 
Taft administration, this gathering 
will lay claim to national attention 
through the presence of one of the 
Taft cabinet officers, Secretary Nagel, 
of the department of commerce and la- 
bor, who will address the delegates 
Wednesday night. 

By putting up the strongest state 
ticket the republicans can muster and 
with a platform indorsing the party 
declaration of the last national con- 
vention, the Taft administration and 
the Aldrich-Payne tariff bill and con- 
taining planks on all live state is- 
sues, the party will prepare for an ac- 
tive fight during the campaign. Next 
vear, when the congressional elections 
will be held, candidates will be put up 
in each of the ten districts and strong 
efforts will be made to increase the 
party representation in congress, now 
centered entirely tn Representative C. 
Bascom Slemp, who is the recognized 
republican state leader. Mr. Slemp 
says that the republicans of the state 
hold strong hopes of carrying Virginia 
for the national ticket in 1912,° 

As the situation stands, A. P. Gil- 
lespie, of Tazewell, lawyer and cattle 
raiser, will be nominated for governor 
by acclamation. Candidates for all 
the state offices will be put in the 
field. 

Liquor Question an Issue. 

The liquor question is the liveliest 
state issue in Virginia at this time. 
The Anti-Saloon League has been mak- 
ing a strong fight for state-wide pro- 
hibition. Both of the two candidates 
contesting for the democratic nomi- 
nation for governor favor local option, 
with the understanding, however, that 
they would sign a wmrohibition bill it 
passed by the legislature. Mr, Slemp 
says that the republican convention 
probably will advocate local option 
and the adoption of the county unit 
system in local option counties,

home, found the body of Mrs. Fanning, 
who apparently had been killed with a 
hatchet. 

He Confessed Murder. 

Fanning is said to be the son of 
Denis Fanning, a manufacturer of 
Providence, R. I. He and his wife, 
with their year-old daughter, iived at 
the home of his father-in-law, Captain 
George Hall, in Westport. 

Fanning came to the police station 
about 2 o'clock in the morning in his 
automobile. He was in such a condi- 
tion that it was with difficulty he 
could make himself understood. He 
produced a letter from his pocket, and 
after making several futile attempts 
to read it himself, handed it .o Lieu- 
tenant Comstock, the man in charge. 
It was a neatly written missive, and 
and addressed “To Whom it May Con- 
cern.”

“My wife's body lies on the west 
side of Lyon's brook, about 50 feet to 
the south of the bushes. Please give it 
your immediate.attention and remove 
Same as soon as possible. At my re- 
quest please bury us both together.” 

Tender Reference to Baby. 

Tender reference was made several 
times to “my baby,’ and one line said:

White Plains, N. Y., July .26.—Alien- 
ists' teday began their slow march 
across the stage in-the Thaw case, The 
jefforts of Stanford White's slayer to 
obtain his release from the Matteawan 
Asylum for criminal insane are cul-; 
minating in the testimony of the ex-, 
perts, called fo prove him sane, and 
[when they are through, the prisoner 
‘| will take the stang himself. His at- 
torney, Charles Morschauser, said to- 
day that he might put Thaw on to- 
morrow morning, but he may not reach 
the stand until Wednesday. 

In two respects the hearing today 
was a reminder of the two homicide 
trials, which Thaw underwent. 

District Attorney Jerome, of New 
York, at the request of the attorney 
general's office, appeared in court and 
took entire charge of the state’s case. 

Je-ome and Thaw Chat. 

Mr. Jerome and Thaw sat so close 
together that their chairs touched, but 
if the prisoner had any fear of the man 
who prosecuted him, his face did not 
show it. All but one of the witnesses 
were Thaw’s today, and his equani- 
mity was undisturbed. At times he 
and the New York district attorney 
chatted and smiled like old friends re- 
united, 

The other familiar feature of the 
hearing was Dr. Britton Evans, of 
the New Jersey State Insane asylum, 
at Morse’s Plains, famous for his in- 
troduction at the trials of the term 
“brain storm.” wr. Evans was on the 
stand when court adjourned, and 
probably will centinue his testimony 
tomorrow morning. 

Dr. Evans testified that Thaw has 
not now, and nevey has had, the par- 
ticular kind of insanity known 45 
“naranoia,” which the state and coun- 
ty authorities contend still afflicts him. 

The oldest practicing physician in 
White Plains ang ore of the youngest 
also testified. Both said that Thaw 
was mentally sound. Dr. Henry Ernst 
Schmid, aged 80, qualified as an alien- 
ist, while the younger man, Dr. Wil- 
liam J. Meyer, testified in his capacity 
of White Plains jail physician, which 
gave him numerous opportunities of 
seeing and talking with the prisoner. 

Evelyn Thaw Not Present.

Editor Constitution: Turning to you as the sponsor of the good roads’ 
’ Our people to practical efforts in thig direction. Our county is no better 
and no worse off than scores of others in Gedrgia. We have taken felony 
convicts up to our stipulated quota, but even then the showing numerically 
ig not a very impressive one. Road building of the proper sort Is expensive 
work, as you have pointed out, and needs special machinery and material, 
under the supervision of expert authority, as well as contingent expenses 
for maintenance of labor and teams, and other fixed charges. 
The conviction is gradually growing in: our county that the only solution 
to the problem is that of issuing bonds for road improvement purposes. Of 
course, there is some opposition to the plan, some of the people viewing a 
bond as a debt, and being averse to the county taking on an obligation in- 
volving the future. This sentiment is, however, surely disappearipg, and in 
its place is noticeable the upgrowth of feeling favoring a bond fssue judi- 
clously apportioned, We read, with much pleasure, your recent editorial, 
quoting Ed:to> Varner, of North Carolina, on the expediency of road building 
by bond issues. If you will follow up that line of reasoning, you will set 
going a result-getting campaign in the majority 6f the counties of the 

state. After ail, the matter is largély one of education. 


A great many city people and a great many-farmers in the south have 
bought and are buying their homes, their farms, the very machinery where- 
with they operate their business on the long-fixed business principle that 
underlies the construction of public improvements by bond issues. 

Every time the farmer obtains supplies for his plantation or his family 
at the crossroads store, having the amount charged up against a credit 
account; HE IS EMPLOYING HIS CREDIT TO SECURE IMMEDIATE 
NECESSITIES, CONFIDENT IN HIS ABILITY TO MEET THE OBLIGA- 
TION WHEN IT FALLS DUE; IN OTHER WORDS, HE IS BONDING HIS 


PROPERTY FOR LEGITIMATE PURPOSES. 
Cities and towns pursue the same method when they erect public 


ings. , 

BONDS ARE SIMPLY A "METHOD OF PAYING FOR THINGS BY IN- 
STALLMENTS. The only difference between them ind the mortgage on 
your property, or the credit account at your trading-place, is that paying 
INSTEAD 
OF YOU BEARING THE TOTAL EXPENSE, YOUR CHILDREN PAY A 
FEW INSTALLMENTS OF THE DEBT FROM THE EXPENDITURE OF

Credit, based on a stable foundation, is the lifeblocd of the commercial 
world. And it is the credit, the reputation, of a city, a town or a county 
that makes bonds sell on the market, and that enables that city, town or 
county to secure improvements on the installment plan, instead of crushing 
its people by taxation to pay for them. 

That is the whole substance about bonds-in 4 nutshell. Viewed in this 
calm, everyaay light, the subject ceases to become a togie, and appears in 
its real nature as an actual benefaction, under legitimate restrictions and 
safeguards. 

And the framers of the constitution of Georgia very wisely provided 
the latter in abundance. No city of town or county in Georgia may issue 
bonds in excess of 7 per cent of its assessed taxabie values. That is an 
everlasting and an impassable barrier against extravagance and reckless- 
nes®, reinforced by the provision that two-thirds of the registered voters 

must approve any proposition to issue bonds before it beéomes valid. 

The other sure anchor to consérvatism, is the legal requirement for a 
“sinking fund,” into which each year the debtor on a thirty-year issue pays 
one-thirtieth of the principal, so that at the end of thirty years the debt 
is entirely wiped out; the interest in the meantime, of course, having been 
met at stipulated periods in each year. 

Under this sane and inflexible method, it is physically impossible for 
any county in Georgia, smitten with the commendable desire to improve 
its road-sytem by bond issues, to go very far wrong in the direction of 
folly and extravagance.

The House Anti-Trading 
Stamp Bill Passed 
’ by Senate. 


. After adopting an amendment, pro- 
‘viding that no physician should charge 
more than $2 for exaniining an appli-

The vote on the 
measure was 20 to 17, it lacking three 
votes of the constitutional majority 
of 23. 
‘Discussion on the ili developed 
many ardent advocates and opponents. 
It required eve?y applicant for mar- 
riage license to gubmit to an examina- 
tion, ang also to make an affidavit re- 
garding his physical condition. The 
physician was required to give a cer- 
tificate, in the absence of which the 
ordinary could not issue a license. The 
making of a false affidavit was de- 
clared ground for divorce, and the 
making of a false certificate by a phy- 
siclan was rade a misdemeanor. No- 
tice was given that a motion to recon- 
sider the action of the senate in de-'} 
feating the bill will be made. 

Trading Stamp Bill Passed. 
The senate, by a vote of 26 to 9, 
passed its second anti-trading stamp 
bill. The senate passed a similar bill 
by Senator Morris more than a week 
ago, and sent it over to the house. In 
the meantime the house passed a like 
bill. and sent it to the senate. The 
house is so clogged up with business 
that it was considered safer for the 
yenate to act on the house bill, by 
Meesrs. Vinson, of Baldwin, and Gar- 
lington, if Richmond, than to wait for 
the house to get to the senate bill. The 
senate’s action, therefore, in passing 
the bill just as it passed the house, 
puts it in shape to be sent to the gov- 
ernor for his signaure. 

The object of this measure ig to out- 
law all trading stamps andl trading 
stamp concerns, except in cases where 
the retail merchant issues stamps or 
rebate checks and redeems them him- 
self. It is aimed at the green trading 
stamp company, a foreign concern 
which, it is claimed, puts at a disad- 
vantage ail retail houses which do not 
enter into contracts with it. The bill 
prohibits the issuance of trading stamps 
in all cases where they are redeem- 
ed through a third person Or corpora- 
tion, 

Other Matters in the Senate. 

The senate passéqd the bill by Mr. 
Godley, of Camden, which has already 
the act 
creating the city court of St. Mary’s, 
so as to remove the prohibition against 
the appointment to the judgeship of 
this court of any person who had not 
been a resident of the county for four 
years. With that restriction it has 
Leen impossible to find a lawyer in the 
county eligible to the judgeship, and 
the court has been without a presiding 
officer. 

The senate also passed a bill by Sen- 
ator Fitts, amending the road laws of 
1896, so a: tc give the count~ commis- 
sioners more power in working the 
roads in certain cases. The taw pro- 
vides for ievying a tax and the ap- 
pofntment of road overseers. It does 
not apply to any county which has not 
adopted the alternative road law, nor to 
anv counties which are working their 
convicts on the roads under the act 
of |89l. 

The senate refused to reconsider its 
action in defeating the bill by Senator 
McCurry, to repeal section 1349 of the 
code, which reouires that teachers’ in- 
stitutes shall be held annually. 

The following new bills were intro- 
duced: 

By Senator Jackson—To provide for 
pleading and practice in county courts; 
for trial by jury in both civil and 
criminal cases, and giving such courts 
full jurisdiction up to * the sum of 
$1,000. 

By Senator Mathews—To amend the

Stewart Has Bill for 
This Purpose. 


Goodby divided skirts! Fare you. 
well, you riders of the gentler sex whe 
have beén accustomed to throw one 
graceful limb over a horse’s back an@ 
gallop off for a morning canter. 
Riding astride by women is to be 
barred in Georgia—provided, of course, 
Mr. Wright, of Stewart, can enact his 
measure into law. 

Morning, noon or night; in the city’s 
crowded streets or on secluded coun- 
try lanes, or remote bridle paths, the 
equestrienne who is so daring as to 
attempt to be comfortable by aping 
her brother man will be in danger of 
a heavy fine, if a bill introduced in 
the house by Dr. Wright, of Stewart, 
is enacted into law. 

Dr. Wright takes his bill perfectly 
seriously. It is approved by his ex- 
perience as a physician as well as his 
conscience as a legislator. He believes 
it is a necessary bill. Dr. Wright 
would be a conservator of the public 
Nealth as well as the public morals 
and conceives that his anti-straddie 
measure will accomplish both results. 

The female person who rides astride 
is, in the eyes of the gentleman from 
Stewert, in danger of physical harm, 
as well as perdition. He would save 
her from both unpleasant conse: 
quences if the law can do it. 

The Proposed Law. 

His bill sets forth and enacts 
follows: | 

“It shall be unlawful for any female 
over 12 years of age to ride astride 
any horse, mule, ass or other anima! 
of both sexes, without regard to al- 
terations which may be made by any: 
artificial means, upon any public street, 
road or highway, or other public place 
within the state of Georgia.” 

Violations are to be punished by & 
fine of from $10 to $100 for each of- 
fense. 

If a perfect lady wishes to ride 
horseback or muleback, or on any 
other animal's back, she must submit 
to the old, accepted, one-sided, close- 
skirted and perfectly discreet position 
like grandmother used to ride. 

But as to circus riders—that's dif- 
ferent. Mr. Wright is conservative; 
he does not propose to reform every- 
thing at one fell blow. The,ladies ia 
the skin tights, and fluffy trunk skirts 
who ride on one foot or on their heads 
on horses’ backs will not be disturbed, 
for the bill provides: 

‘Nothing in this act shall be con-* 
strued to prohibit the riding astride 
by female circus performers on horses 
or other animals within show ground 
inclosures or under circus tents.” 

The insinuation by a member of the 
house that Mr. Wright never goes out 
in the woods in the winter, fer fear 
he will see trees with their limbs 
bare, doeéy this gentleman a cerious in- 
justice. He is only conservative. 

The measure of Dr. Wright was re- 
ferred by Speaker Holder to the tem- 
perance committee. No joke: That is 
where the doctor wanted it to go. He 
is a member of that committee, and 
states that Dr. Hardeman, of Jefferson, 
the chairman of the committee, is in 
sympathy with the bill, and will help 
push it through.

Procedure in the Prouse.

It will propose to make 
the McLendon case a special and con- 
tinuing order after the general tax act 
a@nd@ the appropriations bills have been 
passed upon. The time of debate will 
be limjted, in the resolution, to one day 
on each of the two separate features of 
the report.

If Legislature Failed to Act? 

The question has been raised as to 
what would be the status of the Mc- 
Lendon case in the event the legisla 
ture should adjourg sine die without 
acting upon it. 

In certain quarters the contention 
is made that the legislature's failure 
to act would not restore Chairman Mc- 
Lendon to his office; that, under the 
law, since this legislature holds an- 


action until that time. 

On the other hand, it is contended 
that it was clearly the intention of 
the law that cases of suspension of 
railroad commissioners should be act- 
ed upon by that session of the legisla- 
ture to which they are reported; that 
any other course would be a failure of 
legislative duty as well as an injus- 
tice to the official, and that such fail- 
ure would be tantamount to the res- 
toration to office of the suspended 
commissioner.

Ten Cents Per Galon 
Tax on Soft Drinks. 


Practically the Whole of the 
Day Was Given to Consider- 
ation of the General Tax Act. 
Numbers of New Bills Were 
Introduced. 


Realizing that the end is rapidly ap- 
proaching and that an infinite deal of 
legislation remains to be enacted, the 
house yesterday agreed to hold two 
sessions a day, beginning Thursday— 
Saturdays excepted. 

The morning session will last from 9 
Oo 1 and the afternoon session from 3 
to § o'clock. The original resolution 
of Mr. Anderson, of Chatham, pro- 
vided that the house should meet at 
9:30 o'clock. The original resolution 
was adopted after being amended by 
the adoption of the suggestion of Mr. 
Guyton, of Effingham, that the ses- 
sion should meet ate9 a. m. 

The general tax act occupied the at- 
tention of the house throughout the 
day, and on this bill good progress 
was made. 

Tax on Soft Drinks. 

Section 38, which fixes the.tax to be 
paid by manufacturers of syrups that 
form the basis of certain soft drinks 
caused considerable discussion. Final- 
ly the house adopted an amendment by 
Messrs. McCutchen, of Heard; Hill, of 
Monroe, and Heard, of Dooly, pre- 
scribing that stamp taxes shall be 
paid upon all of these syrups produced 
in the state. For each gallon of syrup 
a 10-cent stamp must be attached to 
the jug, barrel or receptacle contain- 
ing the syrup. This applies to syrups, 
tinctures and extracts of all kinds 
used for making beverages. 

The secretary of agriculture is to 
furnish the stamps and is to see that 
the law in reference ‘to their use is 
carried out, being authorized to call on 
all police and judicial oficers of the 
state to secure the inforcement of the 
law. 

The amendment was not opposed by 
Mr. Reid, chairman of the ways and 
means committee, who was in charge 
of the bill. He said it was probably 
fairer than a flat tax upon all manu- 
facturers rgardless of the amount of 
their output. 

Occupation Tax Delayed. 

That section of the bill imposing a 
tax upon the capital stock of corpora- 
tions was passed over until a later 
date. Mr. Ellis, of Bibb, stated that 
Mr. Anderson, of Chatham, who was 
aut of the chamber at the time attend- 
ing a meeting of the McLendon in- 
vestigating committee, desired to be 
heard on the section before it was dis- 
posed of. 

The change in thé wording of this 
paragraph has been remarked upon.

HIS CODE 


JUDGE HOPKINS OFFERS 


TO GEORGIA 


Judge Jonn L. Hopkins, of Atlanta, 
ovtlined carefully and fully before the 
generai judiciary committee of the 
house yesterday hie proposal for cod- 
ifying the.laws of the state. 

No code for Georgia has been pre- 
pared since 1895; this being the long- 
est lapse since 1863. Judge Hopkins 
has already done this work, and of- 
fers the fruit of his labors to _ the 
state at a nominal sum. If his prop- 
osition is accepted, the laws enacted 


at the’ present session will be worked 
into the new code, as well as_ the 
laws in the fourteen voiumes printed 
since 1876. 

The cost of preparation of the new 
code will be about one-half that of 
the former code, 
Nnstes; and the expense of printing will 
be no greater. He said the cost of 
preparation of the code of 1895 was 
$9,000 for the commissioners and $2,400 
to a clerk, and the $1,500 extra to the 
clerks of Lamar & Anderson, making 
the total cost for this item $12,900. He 
places the cost of the work he has 
done toward a new code at $6,475, and 
estimates the cost of the notes at $24,- 
575. The net cost to the state of the 
old code, afer deducting $12,790, re- 
ceived as the proceeds from the sale of 
copies of the old code, amounting to 
$36,310. Judge Hopkins stated, that 
under his plan there would be no clerk 
required, no extras to clerks; that the 
$12,900 cost of preparation would be 
cut in half, and with the annotations 
out, one-half of the éntire work would 
be withdrawn, with still a complete 
code left. 

Georgia was one of the first, if not the 
very first, state in the union to begin 
the practice of codifying its laws, said 
Judge Hopkins. In 1798 it was provid- 
e¢q that a compilation should be made 
every ten years. In 1863 the first code 
was compiled under act of December 
19, 1860. Subsequent codes were pub- 
lished in 1868, 1873, 1882 and 1895. 
This is the longest time that has 
eldpsed without a code being made.

New York, July 26.—To all intents 
and purposes the stock market was 
stagnant today. There was a brief 
period of slight activity after the 
opening, and some stirring towards the 
close.

Weakness, bordering on demoraliza-' 
tion, prevailed in the wheat pit during 
the greater part of the day, and the 
market was subjeeted to a great 
amount of stop-loss selling and _ fre- 
newed profit-taking by minor holders. 
There was a fair bulge following an 
opening decline of % to 3-8 to 7-8c, 
owing to covering by shorts, prompt- 
ed by an official forecast for unset- 
tled weather in sections of the winter 
wheat belt for tomorrow, but the ad- 
vance only served to bring out addi- 
tional sales, resulting in still greater 
weakness.
